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REPORT. 



A T the meeting of the Wednesday Eveiong Club, held 
-^^ on the fourth of February, 1857, it was voted that 
a Conunittee be appointed to consider the expediency of 
enlarging the number of members, to make nominations 
of candidates, and to consider all and sundry matters apper- 
taining to the interests of the Club. The undersigned, 
appointed to constitute that Committee, have attended to 
the duty assigned, and respectfully submit the following 
Report : — 

As originally instituted in 1778, the Club consisted of 
nine members ; three from each of the professions of Law, 
Medicine, and Divinity. The first enlargement was the 
addition of three Merchants. Judging from the first names 
on the list of Merchant-members, this enlargement must 
have been made somewhere from fifty to sixty years ago, 
though the precise time cannot be accurately determined. 

About thirty years ago, another enlargement was made 
by the election of two or three gentlemen, whose occupation 



or position in society did not bring them under either of 
the four distinct classes of Merchants, Lawyers, Physicians, 
Clergymen. As the chief distinction of the gentlemen thus 
elected, and their employments, so far as they had any, 
were literary, the late Judge Davis — for so many years 
the Nestor of the Club, an object of most aflfectionate reve- 
rence and regard to all the members — advocated their 
election, and proposed that one of them especially, Mr. 
George B. Emerson, who was directly engaged in the incul- 
cation and diffusion of knowledge, should come in as " a 
Merchant of light." In the common parlance of the Club, 
however, this class of our members is designated as com- 
posed of " Gentlemen at large ; " — a most appropriate 
appellation, when we consider how frequently members of 
this class are running " at large" all over Europe, and some 
other parts of creation. 

About twenty-one years ago (1836), a further and 
the last enlargement of the Club was made by adding 
one to each of the four classes; so that it should 
consist of twenty members, — four from each of the 
professions, four Merchants, and four Gentlemen at 
large. 

There has never been a strict adherence to this rule, 
however, imless it be in regard to the three professions, so 
called. The Club has never had at the same time more 
than four Clerical members, or more than four practising 
Physicians or Lawyers ; but, during the greater part of the 
time for the last twenty years, it has had more than twenty 
members. It has now twenty-three names upon its list, 
with the vacancy occasioned by the death of our late dis- 



tinguished and lamented associate, Hon. Francis C. Geay, 
unfilled. 

The whole number of members, since the institution of 
the Club in 1778, is eighty-three. Of these, seventeen have 
withdrawn from the Club, while living : several of these 
resignations were caused by removals from the city. Forty- 
three have died members of it. Forty-three and seventeen 
are sixty ; which, subtracted from eighty-three, leaves the 
present list of twenty-three. 

The question of a further enlargement is one of diffi- 
culty and delicacy, which your Conunittee have fully con- 
sidered. We can so easily name a number of distinguished 
or agreeable gentlemen whom it would be pleasant to have 
associated with us, that there is a strong temptation to 
enlarge our number. It is desirable also, that the Club 
should be so large, that, allowing for other engagements, 
we may always rely upon a goodly number — fifteen or 
eighteen — being present at every meeting. It would be a 
great mistake, on the other hand, to make the Club 
\mwieldy from its size ; and a great misfortune to have it 
so large as to lose its harmony of spirit and character, and 
the feeling of intimate acquaintance and strong personal 
regard now produced by its limited number. It would be 
a misfortune also to have it so large as that any member 
might feel that he would not be missed in the crowd, and 
thus lose something of the motive, both of impulse and obli- 
gation, that now produces a pretty regular attendance. 
Your Committee have endeavored to give their due weight 
to all these considerations. 

They thought, at one time, of proposing a {dan of 



twenty-five immediate members, and ten honorary mem- 
bers to be chosen from diflferent parts of New England ; the 
latter members to have a programme of the meetmgs of 
the Club sent them in October, — the same as to the imme- 
diate members, — and to feel at liberty, whenever they were 
in the city, to attend the meetings, without any special 
invitation from the host or any other member. This plan 
of honorary memberships, your Committee supposed, would 
work thus : A gentleman of New Bedford or Providence or 
Worcester or Springfield, &c., being an honorary member, 
and having to come to Boston for a day and a night in the 
course of the . week, would say to himself, " I will go on 
Wednesday, rather than Tuesday or Thursday ; and so 
avail myself of my privilege, and be at Wednesday Even- 
ing Club ; " — and thus we should always have two or three 
agreeable gentlemen present from different parts of the 
Commonwealth or of New England. 

Your Committee, on reflection, abandoned this plan, 
from a feeling that the distinction might become invidious ; 
and the plan, in its working, serve to prevent, rather than 
draw, the attendance of strangers. For instance, suppose 
Mr. C. to be an honorary member from New Bedford. Mr. 
E. or some other gentleman from New Bedford, being in 
the city, and specially invited by the host or some other 
member to attend the Club, might decline from a feeling 
that his position would be. awkward and unpleasant, and 
also from a natural feeling that would lead him to say to 
himself, " Why^ should Mr. C, living at New Bedford, be 
an honorary member any more than myself ? " Your 
Committee came to the conclusion, therefore, that this 



matter, on the whole, stood best where the present custom 
places it. This brings enough of foreign element to our 
meetings. Rarely is there a stranger in the city from 
any part of New England or the world, whom we should 
be glad to meet, who does not receive an invitation, and is 
not introduced through some member of the Club. 

Having abandoned the idea of honorary members, your 
Committee thought of proposing that the limit of the Club 
should be thirty members. There are two prominent con- 
siderations in favor of this limit : First, The fact, that, 
according to our present rule, we shall have commonly 
thirty meetings in the year ; some years there would be 
thirty-one, and some years twenty-nine meetings, — com- 
monly thirty meetings; and thirty members would bring 
the Club once each year to each member. Secondly, An 
addition of six or seven members would enable us to bring 
in two or three gentlemen, in the meridian of life, whom 
we should be glad to have associated with us, and also to 
do what perhaps is more necessary, — increase the youthful 
element in the club, by the election of three or four gentle- 
men who are, by a score of years and more, the juniors of 
all the present members. 

It is to be feared, however, that such an enlargement 
would essentially alter the character of the Club. It would 
tend to destroy the social, friendly, easy, familiar intercourse 
which we have had for so many years ; the remembrance 
of which is so pleasant and grateful to all the old Inembers, 
and will become so, we trust, to those who have recently 
joined us. It may be doubted whether twenty-five is not 
the utmost limit to which it would be wise to extend our 
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members at present. After mature deliberation, your Com- 
mittee have come to the conclusion, that ti larger increase 
would be inexpedient ; and therefore, in the rule upon this 
point which they submit, they have adopted twenty-five as 
the limit of the Club. 

There have never been any records of the Club ; and, up 
to 1849, there were only floating lists of those who had been 
or were members. In the spring of that year, certain rules 
regulating the number of meetings, Ac, were adopted, and 
a Committee appointed to act under these rules and in their 
execution. The late Hon. Francis C. Gray acted as the 
Secretary of this Committee. He collected and rec6rded 
the names of members from the beginning, and all the scat- 
tered and traditionary facts — few in number — that could 
be ascertained. This record is now in the hands of the 
Chairman of this Committee, who, at the request of Mr. 
Gray and of Mr. C. P. Curtis, has acted as Secretary since 
October last. 

The rules alluded to above are those printed on the 
pi^ogramme of meetings sent to every member early in the 
autumn. They have not been altered since 1849, except 
in one 'particular, — that determining the number of meet- 
ings. In regard to these, the Committee adopt and report 
the rule, as amended in May last, by which the meetings 
are to be held from the third Wednesday in October to 
the Wednesday preceding Anniversary Week in May, in- 
clusive. 

The rules, to which reference has been made, do not 
cover all the groimd submitted to the consideration of your 
Committee, nor touch all the interests and action of the 



Club, in regard to which it is desirable that there should 
be a fixed rule. In some points customs prevail, to which 
it would be well ix) give the authority of rule to sustain 
them; and in others customs prevail, which your Com- 
mittee think it would be wise to change to a conformity 
with good rules to be now adopted. 

For instance, it has been customary for any member to 
bring with him to our meetings any stranger in the city, 
or friend from abroad, whom he might wish to introduce to 
the Club, and for the host to invite not only strangers, but 
one or two friends resident in the city, if disposed so to do. 
The custom is a good one ; but there should be a rule 
authorizing it, as it is within the experience of some of us, 
that very agreeable gentlemen, residents of the city, when 
invited by the host to be present, have sometimes hesitated 
or declined, from the fear or feeling that such invit^on, 
being expressions of individual regard, were exceptional, 
^d without the authority of custom or rule to sustain 
them. Your Committee have therefore introduced a rule 
upon this point. 

Again : the custom which prevails in regard to the fill- 
ing of vacancies or the election of members, in view of 
the present or the proposed size of the Club, seems, in the 
judgment of your Committee, to require some modification. 
According to this custom, the nomination of a candidate 
proceeds from the members of the profession or department 
of the Club to which an election is to be made, and the 
election follows forthwith by a hand-vote. It is often 
made also when strangers are present, and without any 
opportunity for discussion or consideration on the part of 
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those to whom perhaps the nomination may be unexpected. 
Were such opportunity oflfered,^ no opposition to the nomi- 
nation would probably be expressed ; because, under such 
circumstances, gentlemen might naturally be unwilling to 
say that the candidate was not agreeable to them, or to say 
why he was not. Nor is it desirable that we should have 
an open discussion of character in this way ; l)ut it is desi- 
rable that every member should have an opportunity of pri- 
vately and quietly expressing his dissent, if it be strong ; 
and that harmony, good-fellowship, and kind feeling, should 
be preserved between all the members. 

• The custom under consideration originated when the 
Club was small, and has come down to us by usage. On 
the whole, it has worked well. It would be difficult per^ 
haps to find a company of gentlemen, equal in ntimber, 
where that variety of character which is agreeable and that 
harmony which is essential to pleasant intercourse are more 
happily combined than in the members of the Wednesday 
Evening Club. Vacancies also do not and will not often 
occur. It is to be hoped, that when the %ne now exist- 
ing, occasioned by the death of Mr. Gray, shall be ^lled, 
and* an additional member chosen to bring up our number 
to the proposed limit of twenty-five, many years may pass 
before any familiar form will be missed from our circle, or 
the Club have any occasion to take action on the filling of 
vacancies or the election of members. But though no 
gr^t evil has arisen fi'om the present custom, and vacancies 
do not often occur, your Committee think that there should 
be a fixed rule upon this subject ; and that this rule, while 
it provides for nominations by the members of the section to

which the election is to be made, should also give opportu- 
nity for the private expression of individual opinion. Ac- 
cordingly, they submit a rule to this eflfect. 

The traditions of the fathers tell us that graduation at 
Harvard College was originally a condition of membership of 
the Club ; and this condition was once considered as immu- 
table as the laws of the Modes and Persians. But probably 
this condition was originally intended to intimate simply 
thq,t the Club should be composed of persons of education 
and generous culture ; and as Harvard College was at that 
time the chief, almost the only, source of this culture to the 
people of this community, the condition took this form. But 
this relation between Harvard College and our community 
no longer exists. Our city has become more metropolitan, 
the point where a large portion of the talent and culture of 
New England concentrates. Four or five times within the 
last twenty years, this traditionary condition has been disre- 
garded, to the gratification of every member of the Club. 
Through the growth of our city, there may be fi:equent in- 
ducements to disregard it in future. If, in the ranks of pro- 
fessional distinction and literary culture, the sons of Harvard 
College cannot hold their own in this community, it is not 
desirable that they should hold it in this Club by an exclu- 
sive condition. If they hold it in the one, they will neces- 
sarily, so far as it is desirable they should, hold it in the 
other. Your Committee therefore think that this tradition- 
ary condition, which has several times been wisely disre- 
•garded, should be suffered to sink into oblivion ; should, 
in fact, be considered as extinct. They therefore do not 
incorporate it into any rule which they submit. 
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As several gentlemen have practically relinquished the 
profession or business in which they were engaged at the 
time of their election as members, and have thus fallen into 
other sections of the Club, — and to the end that these sec- 
tions, with the members belonging to each, may be clearly 
understood, — your Committee report a classified list of the 
present members. 

Having thus reviewed all and sundry matters appertain- 
ing to the interests of the Club, presenting in each case the 
considerations that have influenced them, the Committee sub- 
mit the following propositions, as regulations for the future 
guidance of the Club : — 

I. The Wednesday Evening Club shall not exceed twen- 
ty-five members, of whom there shall not be less than four 
from each of the professions, — Clerical, Legal, and Medical ; 
and not less than four of Mercantile or Manufacturing 
connection. The others may be elected indiscriminately 
from any of the walks of Literature, Science, Art, or good 
citizenship ; or from the ranks of any of the professions or 
pursuits from which four may have been already taken. 

n. There shall be a permanent Secretary ; and, at the 
meeting on the first Wednesday in January, two gentlemen 
shall be annually appointed, who, with the Secretary, shall 
constitute a Standing Committee of the Club. The Secre- 
tary shall keep such records and papers appertaining to the 
Club as it may be necessary or proper to preserve ; he shall 
arrange the meetings for the season in continuous alpha-* 
betical order, and send a list of the same to each member, 
on or before the first day of October in each year. 
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m. The Club will meet every Wednesday evening, 
from the third Wednesday in October in each year, to the 
Wednesday preceding the last Wednesday in May, inclusive. 

IV. Notice of each meeting shall be given to every mem- 
ber, by the person receiving, on the same or preceding day ; 
and it shall be understood, that, if there is no notification, 
there is no Club. Any member not wishing to receive on 
his day may exchange with another, whose turn he shall 
take ; or exchanges may be arranged by the Secretary, when 
necessary. Newly elected members are not expected to 
receive the Club till their names are down, and an evening 
is assigned them in the alphabetical list of meetings and 
members provided for in a preceding rule. 

V. The person at whose house the Club meets shall be 
expected to be ready to receive at half-past eight o'clock ; 
and the supper, which shall be simple and without meats, 
may be served at any time after half-past nine, and is al- 
ways to be served by ten o'clock. 

VI. It shall be the privilege of every member to bring 
with him to the Club any stranger of jListinction, or any 
friend from abroad, who may be in the city. It shall be the 
privilege of the member receiving to invite any such stran- 
ger or friend, and also to ask two or three friends, residents 
in the city, to meet the Club at his house, if circumstances 
make it desirable for him to extend such invitations. 

Vn. When a vacancy exists in the number specially 
assigned to the Clerical, Legal, Medical, or Commercial sec- 
tions of the Club, the nomination for such vacancy shall be 
made by the members of the section in which it exists, and 
shall be privately signified to the Standing Committee ; and 
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tHe nomination shall have the effect of an election, whenever 
the Secretary shall have ascertained that it is acceptable to 
each member of the Club : in which case, the Secretary shall 
announce the fact, and introduce the newly elected member 
to the Club. Nominations for all other vacancies may be 
made by any member of the Club, but shall be of no effect 
till the unanimous assent of the Club has been obtained by 
the Secretary, as provided for above. 

The Committee recommend the adoption of the forego- 
ing rules; and that they take effect from and after their 
adoption.

In preparing the following list for printing, the Secretary, at the 
suggestion of the Standing Committee, proposed to ascertain as 
far as possible, and append to each name, the date of membership. 
With regard 40 early and deceased members, with the exception of 
the founders, it was not supposed that much reliable information 
upon this point could be procured ; but it was hoped that from the 
living, both past and present members, the date of their connection 
with the Club could be accurately ascertained. This hope, how- 
ever, has been disappointed. Very few of the former members 
have been able to say at what time they joined or withdrew from 
the Club ; and some of the older living members could not deter- 
mine the precise year when their membership commenced. As the 
printing of the pamphlet could not conveniently be longer delayed, . 
— the preceding portion of it having been some weeks in type, — 
it was thought best to proceed, giving the dates as far as ascertained, 
and leaving the others to further investigation and inquiry. It may 
be proper to state that some of these dates are given as approxima- 
tions, rather than as absolutely correct. For instance, a gentleman 
says, " I cannot remember the exact time. I am sure I was a 
member in 1830. I think I joined the Club a year or two before ; 
but I am certain I was a member in 1830." This date, therefore, 
is put opposite his name. This rule has been observed in all cases ; 
so that it may be considered certain that no gentleman became a 
member of the Club at a later date than the one affixed to his 
name. 
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Those marked thus [ * ] on the list are deceased. Those marked 
thus [ t ] are living, but withdrawn from the Club. The others are 
the names of the present members.

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The Club has never taken any special notice of the death of any 
of its members, except in the case of the late Judge Davis. In 
the Records, there is the following notice of him, prepared by the 
late Hon. Fbancis C. Gray.. The communication to the family 
was signed by all the members of the Club. 



HON. JOHN DAVIS, LL.D., A.A.S., S.H.S. 

"Judge Davis was bom at Plymouth, in Massachusetts, the 
25th of January, 1761. He was the youngest member of the Con- 
vention for adopting the Constitution of the United States, and 
survived all his colleagues in that body. Being appointed by 
Washington, in 1796, District- Attorney of the United States for 
Massachusetts, he removed to Boston ; and, in 1801, he was ap-* 
pointed Judge of the United-States District Court there. He was 
for many years Treasurer of Harvard University, and President of 
the Historical Society. When, not long before his death, he pro* 
posed to quit the Club on account of his age and weakness, he was 
requested to be still an honorary member, and join us whenever his 
health and the weather would permit. He died on Thursday, Jan, 
14, 1847, wanting but eleven days to complete bis eighty-sixth 
year." 

A memoir of him, by Convebs Francis, D.D., is printed in the 
Collections of the Historical Society, second series, vol. x. p. 186. 

On the occasion of his death, the following communication was 
made to his family : — 

" To the Family of Judge Davis : — 

" The members of the Wednesday Evening Club, in which Judge 
Davis was the familiar companion of three generations, — having 
joined it in the last century, while Some of the venerable men by 
whom it was founded during the war of the Revolution were still 
living, and continuing to attend its meetings till a late period, — ask 
leave to express their sympathy with his family. 

" Entertaining, with this whole community, the highest respect 
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for his character as a citizen, as a judge, and in. the various other 
public relaticms which he sustained, as well as for his sincere and 
unbigoted study, from early youth to extreme age, of all truth in 
nature, history, and morals, we have had the peculiar happiness to 
know and therefore to love him as our venerable . associate ; and 
to witness in their most attractive forms the gentler virtues which 
shed so much beauty -on his life, and which rendered him inexpressi- 
bly dear to all who knew him intimately, and most so to those who 
knew him best. 

" "We recall with grateful satisfaction the pleasure he was willing 
to receive, as well as to impart, in our hours of social intercourse, 
and the lively interest he always took in the pursuits and in the 
feelings of men so much younger than him'self. 

"We number it with our privileges, that he admitted us to a 
place in his friendship. "We were gladdened by the invariable 
kindness of his greeting, and instructed by his meek and unobtru- 
sive wisdom ; and were certain, when we needed it, of the lenity of 
his judgments. Among our choicest recollections will be the image 
of one, who, with a quick apprehension and sound judgment, with 
the appropriate learning of his profession, with cj;xtensive and accu- 
rate knowledge in several of the natural sciences, in history, and in 
literature, and with a refined and simple taste, united unwavering 
integrity, freshness of heart, and a blameless life. 

" Such a life, inspired and made fruitful of good deeds by a pure 
Christian faith, and crowned by a late and placid death, affords no 
subject for lamentation, but will always be held by us in grateful 
and affectionate remembrance." 
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
